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CONSTITUIION  OF 
THE  ARTS  AND  LETTERS  CLUB 


Name. 

1    The  name  of  the  Club  shall  be 
and  Letters  Club." 


'The  Arts 


Ohjeci. 

2.  The  object  of  the  Club  shall  be  to  promote 
intercourse  amongst  those  who  work  m,  or  are 
interested  in.  the  arts  of  Literal  \  Architecture, 
Music,  Paints-   ;,  Sculpture  and     le  Drama. 

Membership. 

3.  The  Club  shall  consist  of  resident  and  non- 
resident members. 

4.  Members  who  reside  in  the  City  of  Toronto, 
or  within  twenty  miles  thereof,  for  at  least  three 
months  in  the  year  shall  be  resident  members.  All 
other  members  shall  be  non-resident  members  and 
shall  not  have  any  voting  power  or  proprietary 
interest  in  the  Club. 

5.  Not  less  than  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  the 
resident  membership  of  the  Club  shall  be  com- 
posed of  those  who  are  active  workers  in  the  arts. 

6.  All  nominations  for  membership  shall  be  in 
writing  signed  by  iwo  members  of  the  Club  of 
whom  one  shall  be  an  active  worker  in  one  of  the 
Arts,  but  neither  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee.  All  nominations  shall  be  filed 
with  the  Secretary. 
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7.  A  candidate  shall  obtain  membership  upon 
election  by  the  Executive  Committee  and  pay- 
ment of  the  prescribed  feeb. 

8.  A  resident  member  upon  application  to  the 
Executive  Committee  may  be  made  a  non-resident 
member  by  satisfying  the  Committee  that  he  no 
longer  resides  within  the  City  of  Toronto,  or 
within  twenty  miles  thereof,  for  three  months  in 
the  year. 

9.  A  member  who  has  become  a  non-resident 
member  under  the  provisions  of  the  preceding 
section  shall  be  entitled  to  be  reinstated  as  a  resi- 
dent member  upon  application  to  the  Executive 
Committee  and  payment  of  the  annual  fee  of  a 
resident  member  for  the  then  current  year. 

10.  At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Cxub  cnere 
shall  be  elected  by  ballot  a  President,  a  Vice- 
President,  a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer,  and  eleven 
members  who  with  the  aforesaid  officers  shall 
constitute  a  Committee  to  be  known  as  the  Execu- 
tive Committee. 

11.  The  Committee  and  officers  so  elected  shall 
hold  office  until  the  date  of  the  next  annual  meet- 
ing or  until  their  successors  are  elected,  and  in 
case  a  vacancy  occurs  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled 
by  the  Executive  Committee. 

12.  An  nominations  for  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee shall  ^r  made  in  writing,  signed  by  not  less 
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than  five  members,  and  posted  in  the  Cl'»"    for 
at  least  two  weeks  before  the  annual  meeting. 

Duties  of  Officers. 

13.  The  election  of  the  several  oflficers  shall  pro- 
ceed separately,  and  nominations  for  each  office 
shall  be  made  by  two  members  of  the  Club. 

14.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings 
of  the  Club  and  of  the  Executive  Committee.  • 

15.  The  Vice-President  shall  have  all  the  powers 
and  perform  the  duties  of  the  President  in  the  ab- 
sence of  the  President. 

16.  The  Secretary  shall  ke^p  records  of  the  pi'o- 
ceedings  of  the  Club  and  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. He  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of 
the  Club,  post  and  give  notices  as  directed  by 
the  Executive  Committee,  keep  the  membership 
list  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  shall  be  as- 
signed to  him  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

17.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  the  custodian  of  the 
funds  of  the  Club,  which  he  shall  deposit  in  a 
chartered  bank  to  the  credit  of  the  Club,  and 
shall  have  power  to  make  payments  and  to  sign 
and  endorse  che<iues  on  behalf  of  the  Club  '^e 
shall  collect  the  fees  of  members,  and  make  l  ch 
reports  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  required  by 
the  Executive  Committee. 

Administration. 

18.  The  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  Club, 
except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  shall  be  vested 
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in  the  Executive  Committee,  whose  decision  upon 
any  matter  properly  before  them  shall  be  bin<£ng 
upon  the  Club. 

19.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  appoint  a 
House  Committee,  Entertainment  Committee,  Pic- 
ture Committee,  and  such  other  committees  as  it 
may  deem  advisable.  The  President  and  the  Sec- 
retary shall  be  members  of  every  committee. 

20.  The  House  Committee  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  care  and  furnishing  of  the  Club  premises, 
the  engaging  of  necessary  help,  the  furnishing  of 
meals  and  the  collection  of  charges  therefor.  It 
shall  furnish  monthly  to  the  Treasurer  a  statement 
of  its  receipts  and  disbursements.  The  receipts 
shall  be  directly  available  for  the  purchase  of  sup- 
plies under  the  authority  of  the  Chairman. 

21.  The  Entertainment  Committee  shall  arrange 
for  all  entertainments.  The  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures of  such  entertainments  shall  be  classified  by 
the  Entertainment  Committee  and  shall  be  present- 
ed to  the  Treasurer  for  submission  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

22.  The  Picture  Committee  shall  arrange  for 
such  exhibitions  as  in  its  opinion  may  be  of  gen- 
eral interest  to  the  Club. 

23.  All  committees  shall  lay  before  the  Executive 
Committee  such  information  respecting  all  matters 
in  their  charge  as  will  enable  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee to  decide  all  questions  of  policy  and  expense. 
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24.  The  Executive  Committee  may  delegate  to 
any  committee  such  powers  and  duties  as  it  may 
deem  advisable. 

25.  One-half  of  the  members  of  any  committee 
shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum. 

Club  Year. 

26.  The  Club  year  shall  commence  on  the  first 
day  of  October. 

Meetings. 

27.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Club  shall  be  held 
on  the  second  Saturday  of  the  month  of  October  at 
such  hour  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Executive 
Committee. 

28.  A  special  meeting  of  the  Club  may  be  called 
by  the  Executive  Committee  at  any  time. 

29.  An  extraordinary  meeting  of  the  Club  shall 
be  called  by  the  Secretary  upon  receiving  a  requi- 
sition so  to  do  signed  by  not  less  than  twenty 
members. 

30.  All  meetings  of  the  Club  shall  be  held  at 
the  Club  rooms  and  shall  be  called  by  notice  in 
writing  mailed  to  each  resident  member  of  the 
Club  at  his  last  Imown  place  of  residence  or  busi- 
ness not  later  than  the  third  day  before  the  date 
of  such  meeting. 

31.  All  notices  of  special  or  extraordinary  meet- 
ings of  the  Club  shall  state  the  object  of  such 
meeting. 
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32.  A  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
be  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  each  month. 

33.  A  special  meeting  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee may  be  called  at  any  time  by  the  President  or 
by  any  two  of  its  members  by  notice  in  writing 
mailed  to  each  member  of  the  Committee  at  his 
last-known  place  of  residence  or  business  not  later 
than  the  second  day  before  the  date  of  such 
meeting. 

34.  No  election  of  members  shall  take  place  at 
any  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  unless 
notice  in  writing  stating  the  time  of  such  meeting 
and  the  purpose  thereof  shall  have  been  mailed 
to  each  member  not  later  than  the  third  day  prior 
to  such  meeting. 

Fees. 

35.  Every  person  elected  to  resident  membership 
shall  pay  an  entrance  fee  of  ten  dollars  within  one 
month  from  the  date  of  election  and  in  default  of 
payment  such  election  shall  become  void. 

36.  Resident  members  shall  pay  an  annual  fee 
of  fifteen  dollars  on  the  first  day  of  October. 

37.  Non-refildent  members  shall  pay  an  annual 
fee  of  two  dollars  on  the  first  day  of  October. 

38.  Resident  members  elected  after  the  first  day 
of  ^larch  shall  pay  one-half  only  of  the  annual  fee 
for  the  current  year. 

39.  All  members  in  arrears  for  fees  shall  be  so 
notified  by  the  Treasurer  and  a  period  of  one  month 
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from  the  date  of  such  notification  shall  be  allowed 
for  payment,  and  if  within  such  period  the  arrears 
be  not  paid,  the  Treasurer  shall  so  report  to  the 
Executive  Committee  and  such  committee  may 
thereupon  fix  a  date  within  which  such  fees  shall 
be  paid  and  in  default  of  payment  on  or  before  the 
date  so  fixed  the  membership  of  any  member  so  in 
default  shall  cease  and  notification  thereof  shall  be 
sent  to  him  by  the  Secretary. 

40.  All  the  powers  of  the  Club  may  be  exercised 
by  a  majority  of  the  members  present  at  any  meet- 
ing of  the  Club  duly  called. 

41.  No  amendment  shall  be  made  to  this  Consti- 
tution except  at  a  general  meeting  of  the  Club  duly 
called  for  that  purpose  and  unless  notice  of  the 
proposed  amendment  has  been  given  in  the  notice 
convening  such  meeting. 

Visitors. 

42.  Any  person  not  a  resident  of  the  City  of 
Toronto  may  be  granted  the  privileges  of  the  Club 
for  a  period  of  not  more  than  two  weeks,  upon 
obtaining  a  visitor's  card  signed  by  any  officer 
of  the  Club.  Any  member  introducing  a  visitor 
shall  be  personally  responsible  for  him.
